President Eliot was right when lie 
said that, while churcliess courts and 
legislatures hare less influence than 
they had thirty years ago, tlie influence 
of the school Is vastly increased. This 
Is due partly to the increased and in¬ 
creasing opportunities afforded by the 
school and partly to the higher educa¬ 
tion of women. Already the luflueneo 
of educated women is felt in the 
schools, not alone as teachers, but as 
women of social importance whose 
word carries authority. In all large 
cities and even in smaller towns tlie 
interest which educated women have 
taken In public schools is showing it¬ 
self in a hundred ways and in tile main 
unquestionably for good. Better sani¬ 
tary conditions, more sympathetic and 
more rational courses of study, neigh¬ 
borhood conventions which bring the 
school and home into close relations, 
are only a few of tlie results which 
the higher and broader education of 
women have effected. It Is too early 
yet to determine what the ultimate ef¬ 
fect of higher education of women will 
have upon the home, but the question 
is solving itself In a practical way. All 
the higher Institutions of learning 
which permit coeducation have an In¬ 
crease each year in the number of 
women. The University of New York 
may be taken as an example. In 1890 
five women were admitted to thai 
courses of pedagogy, commerce and 
law. In 1895 there were eighty-one 
women students, while at present there 
are more than 300. Beyond question 
the health of the college woman will 
average better than that of the ignor¬

taking enough of the blue water to 
slake enough quicklime to make a dry, 
blue dust to shake on.—Fruit World

Sheep in the Black Hills. 

Sheepmen are fiddling to the Blade 
Hills section of South Dakota. Ii is 
estimated that the wool clip for this 
seasou will amount to nearly half a 
million pounds of wool for the south¬ 
ern Black Hills districts. Nearly 
mauy Angora goats are going in as 
sheep. These animals have thrived 
better than expected on the buffalo 
grass of tlie Hills ranges, and siuea^ 
Angora wool is worth twice as much as ■ 
common wool there is much money ia 
the Angora. 

When Horses Bolt Their Food. 

Horses that are greedy and Inclined 
to bolt their food should be fed grain 
ln a wide bottomed manger, and even 
then It is well to place a few large 
pebbles ln the bottom the size of a 
man’s fist or larger. This compels 
slower eating and secures better mas¬ 
tication.

The progress of chinch bugs from 
field to field may be obstructed by 
making a V shaped trench with the 
corner of a hoe and filling it with coal 
tar, the tar to be renewed as soon as 
it becomes crusted over.

Muskmelon blight has become trou- 
blesome In some localities. j 

Failing to get all tbe buttermilk out, 
causes butter to become rancid soon. 

In cultivating onions care should !>• 
taken not to work the soil to tlie bulbs 
or to hill them. 

In seeding sour (acid) land to tim¬ 
othy lime should be thoroughly worked 
into the soil before tbe seed is sown. 

For late strawberry crops a northern 
exposure, clay soil and late varieties 
are recommended by the New Jersey 
station. 

Even seeds that are strong and large 
should be watered with care after sow¬ 
ing them. Drenching is usually bad 
for them. 

How long to keep a cow depend* 
upon her work. Age should be given j 
no consideration as long as the old ‘ 
cows are giving a profit. 

On the farm, to make the most out of 
the milk and butter, the cows should 
be bred so as to be coming in fresh 
throughout tlie whole year. 

All varieties of grapes may be propa¬ 
gated by layering, and many, like Nor¬ 
ton Oynthlana, Scuppemong and other 
hard wooded aestivalis varieties, can¬ 
not easily be propagated otherwise.
